the undesirability of a radio completely controlled by 
the government, but he has no formula by which the 
separation of the two categories of problems can be 
maintained and 
the 
ultimate 
recourse to govern­ 
ment broadcasting be prevented, That depends large­ 
ly op the good judgment and far-sightedness of the 
radio interests themselves. 
Radio broadcasting can­ 
not be expected to continue forever as a form of free 
entertainment or news service. 
Sooner or later it 
must seek and find its compensations. 
Its value in 
each instance will depend on ability to catch and hold 
the public ear. 
This is the true test of the fitness 
of all broadcasting, the evidence of public exigency, 
so to spsak. 
Every operator of a radio receiving set is acquainted 
with the congestion existing 
now. 
Stations 
literally 
“fight" each other on numerous evenings for a place in 
the ether. 
Many fans were treated the other evening to 
the unsual defiance of a radio announcer declaring “our 
wave length is ours.’ 
We’ve paid for it and we intend 
to keep it" 
Just what the row was all about, the re­ 
ceivers, of course, did not know, but evidently someone 
has been trampling on the rights of this particular station 
and he was informing the world of his complaints. 
Another evening another announcer was complaining 
-because some of the Chicago stations were “drowning” 
out his station. 
These incidents do not mean much in 
themselves, except a t they reflect the congestion now 
existing. 
Radio fans are the chief sufferers, hut not the 
only sufferers. 
The broadcasters naturally gauge their 
success largely by the number of listeners they have. 
If one station clashes with another, it follows that the 
utility of both are impaired, inasmuch as few are suf­ 
ficiently patient to work diligently to clear a station, when 
others are easily tuned and coming in clearly. 
It behooves the broadcasters, as well as the receivers, 
to protect the infant industry, the growth of which is 
rivalled only by the expansion of the movies.

ANNISTON PLANS TO INCREASE 
SPEED LIMIT WITHIN CITY 
J L 
Anniston councitmen are considering changes in the 
traffic code of that municipality, principal changes in­ 
cluding the proposal to increase the speed U*nit in 
business districts froVn 12 miles an hour to 16 miles 
hour and in the residential districts from 16 miles an 
to 25 miles an hour. 
The Anniston Staf- decides that the changes are worth­ 
while, pointing out that a large percentage of the cars on 
Noble street now travel at a rate of from 16 to 20 miles 
an hour, and practically the same is said of the speed limit 
observance in the residential streets. 
On the same theory, 
the Star fails to note, the increased speed limits also will 
increase the actual speed, for if automobile owners pay 
too little attention to the present limits, no evidence is 
given that they will obesrve the faster lifnit. * 
Undoubtedly automobiles can be operated with com­ 
parative safety at a greater speed limit than 16 miles an 
hour, yet The Daily is not convinced that the solution to 
traffic problems lies in increased speed. 
The Star declares that “the auto has outgrown the old 
traffic code."
